Country Rejects Taft's Whitewash. 

Mr Taft reluctantly admitted the dis- 
appointment of his hope that the coun- 
trv-at-large would accept as final his 
own vindication of Mr. Ballinger in his 
dismissal of the charges brought before 
him against the secretary cf the in- 
terior by L. R. Glavis, the former Sspe- 
cial agent of the land office. 

Mr. Ballinger'’s attitude in this mat- 
ter has the support of leading repub- 
licans in both branches: of congress— 
senators and representatives who feel, 
that. entirely apart from the.gmerits of 


the controversy itself, a festering sore 


of this character must poison the whcle 

system of the party in power, and that 

it is high time to regort to the lancet. 
Weund Must Be Cleansed. 

These leaders, determined that a 
cleansing of this wound is necessary, 
have not hesitated to go to the White 
House and impress their views upon 
Mr. Taft. 

Conferences Of a confidential char- 
acter, in which members of the cabi- 
net, party leaders in both houses of 
congress and the* president himself 
have participated, have been held at 
various times during the past few days. 
They culminated today when Secretary 
Ballinger, Attorney General Wicker- 
sham and Postmaster General Hitchcock 
met in Mr Wickersham’'s office and 
proceeded thence to the White House, 
where the matter was laid before the 
president. 

What Ballinger Told Taft. 

Mr. Ballinger told the president, it ts 
said. that the situaticn had become in- 
tolerable to him and that though the 
constant charges against him had come 
from irresponsible parties, he could no 
longer sit supinelvy by. andin justice to 
himself he felt compelled to insist upon 
an investigation. 

The president was given to under- 
stand that Mr. Ballinger’s demand car- 
ried with it the indorsement of both 
Mr. Wickersham and Mr. Hitchcock. 
Tt is a known fact tonight that he has 
the sympathy also of other members 
of the cabinet. 

What Brought Matter to Head. 

There is little doubt that this will 
be one of the important subjects of 
the cabinet meeting tomorrow. Pre- 
sumably this is one of the principal 
reasons why the investigaticn, backed 
by the administration, probably will 
not be broached {n congress before 
its adjournment tomorrow for the holl- 
day recess.

The doctor promised last October to 
appear before the committee whenevr 
desired, to explain points that might 
need clearing up. He never did ap- 
pear, and when Professor Saville was 
asked tonight if the doctor’s actions 
had in any way embarrassed the com- 
mittee, he said: 

“You may judge that for yourself 
We did -not expect Dr. Cook to come 
before us. We extended the invitation 
to him as a matter of fairness, and he 
did not avail himself of it.’’

NEGRO |S SHOT PRICE 1S HELD 


TO DEATH IN CELL 


Little Rock, Ark., December 20.— 
Following the shooting to death in his 
cell at Devall’s Bluff, Ark., last night 
of George Bailey, a negro, by a mob, 
and the gathering in protest today of 
e@ number of negroes, a clash between 
the races at that point is not improb- 
able, according to a dispatch tonight. 

Bailey shot and probably’ § fatally 
‘wounded Matt Todd, a well-known 
planter, late yesterday, the negro’s ar- 
rest and imprisonment following in 
short order. Late last night the mob 
formed, and, working so quietly that 
many residents of the vicinity were 
not awakened, stormed the jail and 
gained access to the cell corridor. Steel 
bars and a stout cell lock, however, 
withstood the mob’s attack. 

Fifteen Shots Fired. 

Then followed the resort to weapons, 
many bullets pouring into the inclos- 
ure and the terrified man as he 
crouched in a corner of the cell. Fif- 
teen of the shots were effective. 

Today negroes from the country- 
side gathered at Devall’s Bluff in num- 
bers to voice their protest, and, in an- 
ticipation that an outbreak in retalia- 
tion might be attemptéd, white citi- 
zens are under arms tonight, a num- 
ber patrolling the streets, while 
others remain within easy call.

Los Angeles, Cal., December 20.— 
Dr. W. R. Price, mining promoter and 
psychologist, formerly cf Atlanta, Ga., 
was held to answer to the supreme 
court on a charge of obtaining money 
under false pretenses. Other similar 
charges are pending against him for 
his alleged fraudulent statements con- 
cerning the value of a mining property 
whereby it is claimed many peOple who 
attended his psychological temple were 
induced to buy shares. 


Dr. Price was a prominent figure in 
Atlanta about s@éven years ago, being 
one of the first to advocate the theory 
tha® “As a man thinks, so is he.” 

He established classes of psychology 
here. For a while public sentiment was 
against him, but by dint of much ad- 
vertising and the exploiting of a num- 
ber Of chronic cases that he cured by 
means of his psycholcgical methods he 
gave his theories a better standing and 
really started the movement which now 
has many followers. 

At one time the city council objected 
to his teachings and wished to charge 
for other than a practicing physician’s 
lincénse. This created quite a stir in 
Atlanta, and was the occasion for much 
argument pro and con on the subject. 
He was finally able to convince that 
body that his methods were absolutely 
straight, and though unusual, were 
devoid of any ‘‘quackery.”’ 

Dr. Price is a native of Johnson, 
Tenn. On his arrival in Atlanta he 
presented letters of identification and 
recommendation from the governor of 
the state and other officials, which tes- 
tified to his character and standing in 
Tennessee. Throughout hig stay in 
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Atlanta he did nothing to contradict | 


these. 

He was a man of very impressive per- 
sonality, ahd outside of his converts 
had a targe following of friends.

UNITED STATES VIEWS 
MADRIZ WIATH WARY EYE 


Washington, December 20.— 
Secretary Knox let it be known 
today that the attitude of this 
government toward Nicaragua 
woulgd not be changed by the 
election of Madriz to the presi- 
dency as the successor of Zelaya, 
resigned. Madriz will have to 
show that he is capable of di- 
recting a responsible govern- 
ment which is prepared to make 
reparation for the wrongs which 
it is claimed have been done to 
American citizens in the little 
Central American republic, 
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Managua, Nicaragua, December 20.— 
Dr. Jose Madriz, former judge of the 
Central American court of justice at 
Cartago, ard Zelaya’s candidate, was 
today elected president of Nicaragua 
by the unanimous vote of congress. 

The session was a stormy one, but 
there seemed to be perfect unanimity 
with regard to the election of Madriz, 
and when the official announcement 
was made there were vociferous cheers 
and cries of “Viva Madrizi” Viva 
Leon!” “Down with monopolies,” 
“Down with tyranny,” “Long live the 


constitution.” 
Madris Takes Office Today. 

Dr. Madriz will assume the presi 
dency at 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. From the balcony of his hotel 
he greetéd great crowds and made a 
brief speech, urging harmony and co- 
operation. He pledged that he would 
uphold the rights of the citizens, 
granting free election and establish- 
ing a policy of equal opportunities 
for all. 

The formulation of an address of 
thanks to Zelaya for his services to 
Nicaragua, was ordered by congress. 

The elestion of Dr. Madriz as chief 
executive has been expected, for in- 
fluential delegates strong in his favor 
have been pouring into Managua from 
Leon, the stronghold of fhe Liberals; 
Chininandega and Granada, and they 
came with the avowed purpose of car- 
ryving the candidacy of their man to 
victory. 

Zelaya Still Powerful. 

Zelaya still exercises a strong pow- 
er here and, while it has been brought 
to his notice that Madriz is not looked 
upon with favor by the government of 
the United States, h still urged Madriz 
to. the front as his successor in office. 

It is known to both Zelaya and 
Madriz that Estrada, the leader of the 
revolutionists, who are ready to do 
battle with the government forces at 
Rama, is strongly opposed to the new 
president, and it is well understood 
that Estrada himself has ambitions to 
fill the presidential chair. The hope 
is cherished, however, that Dr. Madriz, 
in his new executive capacity, will be 
able to bring about such an amicable 
condition among the people themselves 
that he will not be compelled to with- 
draw from office 

How Zelaya Torutures Prisoners. 

Los Angeles, Cal., December 20.— 
Hyp¢dermic injections of salt water or 
Chile sauce, Or in extreme cases, a mix- 
ture of both, was a form of torture 
attributed to President @elaya, of Nica- 
reagua, by Marshall O'Neill, civil engi- 
neer and soldier of fortune, now in this 
city. 

O'Neill went to Nicaragua to take 
charge of the construction work for 
a syndicate that (btained a concession. 
With other Americans he engaged in a 
plot for the invasion of Nicaragua from 
Honduras. The conspirators were ar- 
rested and sentenced, first to be shot, 
but were saved from death .by the 
activity of a British consul. Eighteen 
men and women were arrested later in 
connection with a new conspiracy. 
When they refused to ccnfess, hypoder- 
mic injections of salt water and then 
Chile sauce were administered. They 
remained obdurate, but under Zelaya’s 
personal direction, O'Neill charges, 
mixtures of salt water and Chile sauce 
were administered until the eighteen 
admitted guilt and were then put to 
death. 

O'Neill says Nicaraguans estimate 
Zelaya’s fortune at from $20,000,000 to 
$50,000,000. 


MAJOR BOLLES IS DEAD. 


Wilmington, N. C, December 20.— 
Major Charles P. Bolles, a confederate 
veteran and the engineer who built 
the first battery and laid out the pian 
of fortification which withstood such 
terrific bombardment by the federal 
fleet during the civil war, is dead at 
his home here itn the 86th year of his 
age. He was the last surviving mem- 
ber or the staff of General W. H. C. 
Whiting, Confederate States army, and 
until a few years ago was actively en- 
gaged aS a draughtsman in the navy 
Washington.

ENVELOPED IN FLAMES, 


NEGRO FIRED ON CROWD 


Race Riot Takes Place at Mag- 
nolia After Two Days’ Hunt 
for Four Negro Brothers Who 
Killed White Man at That 
Place on Saturday. 


Magnolia, Ala., December 20.—Mag- 
nolia is quiet at 9 o’clock tonight fol- 
l¢wing a day of tense excitement with 
much bitter feeling manifested between 
the whites and blacks of this commun!t- 
ty. Ernest Slade, one of the four 
white men shot by Clinton Montgomery, 
a desperate negro, is fatally injured 
and his death, expected at any minute, 
may serve to further fan the flame of 
race hatred. Clinton Montgomery's 
charred body lies in the ruins of a 
small negro house near the tewn, the 
work of a posse of citizens this after- 
noon. 

TWO NEGROES BARELY 
ESCAPED BEING LYNCHED 

Brister and Shelly Montgcemery, broth.- 
ers of the burned negro, barely es- 
caped lynching early this morning 
when the sheriff of Marengo gounty 
captured them and eluded the man 
hunters, taking them tc the county 
jail at Linden. 

Search is being continued tonight for

brothers charged with the brutal mur- 
der late Saturday night of Algernon 
Lewis, a young white man, which 
crime precipitated the trouble today. 

Practically every negro resident of 
Magnolia left here this afternoon. They 
are not expected to return until abso- 
lute quiet has been restored. The 
whites are well armed. 

This afternoon Clint Montgomery and 
s€veral other negroes were found barri- 
caded in a house, which was s0on sur- 
rounded by a determined body of 
whites. Fearing for their lives Mont- 
gomery’s companions deserted him and 
surrendered to the posse. 
ENVELOPED IN FLAMES 

NEGRO FIRES ON POSSE 

Montgomery fastened the door after 
defying the men to attempt to get him. 
One of his negro companions was then 
forced to set fire to the house and when 
the building was enveloped in flames 
Mongomery threw open a window and 
opened fire with telling effect upon the 
posse with a magazine shotgun.

Mercury Will Not Rise 
Above 25. 


Monday Found Atlanta an Ice- 
Clad City---During the Early 
Hours Team Traffic Was Al- 
most Stopped --- Many Falls, 
but No Serious Accidents. 


In spite of the fact that no more 
sleet will fall in this vicinity for the 
next few days, at least, the ther- 
mometer will drop lower this morning 
than it did either yesterday or Sun- 
day. In fact, unless something goes 
amiss it will be almost 19 degrees cold- 
er todey than it has been during the 
week. The mercury will be hovering 
around the 19-degree mark when At- 
lantans leave home this morning. 

Strange as it may seem, there Was 
only a slight rise in temperature dur- 
ing the middle of the day yesterday. 
At 7 o’clock in the morning the ther- 
mometer registered 25 degrees, and 
throughout the day 30 degrees was the 
highest .the mercury olimbed. The 
major portion of the sleet and ice dis- 
appeared before the température be- 
gan to fall again, while the appearance 
through the overhanging clouds of the 
sun made the atmosphere seem warmer 
than it really was. It is net expected 
tHat the temperature today will go 
higher than 25, thus making the warm- 
est today only aS warm as the coldest 
yesterday. 

Ice Blocks Traffic. 

With a coating Of ice almost a half- 
inch thick, the streets yesterday morn- 
ing were things of beauty, but far from 
a joy for even a moment. Théy had 
greased giass beaten to a frazzle for 
Slipperiness, and humans as well as 
beasts found the fcoting precarious to 
Say the least. 

In the early morning hours, when 
teams began to fiftst make their ap- 
pearance On the streets, travel was 
all but impossible, especially on the 
streets paved with asphalt or vitrified 
brick. It took teamsters only a short 
time to learn that the Whitehall street 
viaduct was impassable, and few of 
them had the courage to attempt the 
crossing. However, there were no less 
than a dozen luckless horses and mules 
that went down before the drivers 
learned that it was safer tS go another 
route. 

The intersection of Broad and Mari- 
etta streets was another spot which 
gave teams no end of trouble. Here 
there was a veritable shower Cf horses 
and mules. At one time there were 
five beasts down at one time. And the 
antics they cut in trying to rise would 
have done credit to the gyrations of an 
acrobatic star. 

But persons as well as beasts found 
traveling on foot rather difficult. 
scenes in the business district resem- 
bled nothing quite sc much as a bunch 
of youngsters just learning to skate. 
ne business man asserts that he went 
down no less than seven times while 
attempting to walk the five blocks from 
his residence to his office. The drug 
stores did a flourishing business for an 
hour or more after cpening; handing 
out sticking plaster and liniment in 
double-quick time. No serious acci- 
dents were reported, however. 

Officials Get Busy. 

Both the police and the street de- 
partments early began taking steps to 
make the streets less dangerous. Hun- 
dreds of wagon loads of cinders were 
strewn along the streets and _ side- 
walks in the Immediate business dis- 
trict. certain dangerous sections were 
clased for -the time being. and the 
police received orders tO have all horses 
and mules wearing shoes without 
caulks to be sent back to their stables 
for the time being. The Whitehall 
street viaduct was one of the first sec- 
tions to have the cfficial taboo put 
upon it and it was also the first to re- 
ceive attention of the score of city 
wagons which were soon scattering 
ashes, clinkers. sawdust and the like 
broadcast Over the business section. 

By the middle of the day, the sun, in 
connection with the city officials, had 
succeeded in 80 arranging things that 
traffic could be resumed. It was not 
until considerable inconvenience had 
been experienced on all sides, how- 
ever. 

No Coal; Many Babies. 

A young coal famine was in eyi- 
dence about the time Atlanta usually 
arises. Not wne, Dut every coal yard 
in the city was flooded with orders 
for the immediate delivery of coal, 
wood, ¢oke, kindling or anything else 
combustible. And, according to the | 
combined testimony of a dczen coal 
men, in at least one-fourth of the 
hougees where there was a scarcity of 
fire there was a new baby, according 
to the heartrending stories told the 
coal men over the phone. Why so many 
shivering husbands should have hit 
upon the same story in the hopes of 
moving helpless coal men to pity, is 
strange. but the fact remains that 
many of those pleading for coal stat- 
ed that were it not for a baby born 
just a few hours before, the need would 
not be so imperative. 

As was the case with all the other 
, horses and mules in the city, those 
Belonging to the coal dealers were not 
rough-shed and so® were unable to 
stand on the icy pavements. This pre- 
vented the filling of the countless 
orders until the day was well advanced, 
Hundreds of horses were rough-shod 
just in time to get upon the streets 
as the ice was fast disappearing and 
the caulks were really not needed. 

Damage Very Slight. 

On the whole, the damage done by 
the storm was slight in the extreme 
when the severity vf the stonnm is taken 
into consideration. The police received 
no reports of serious accidents, the 
street car lines were not tied up, prac- 
tically every car running on schedule 
time, neither of the telephone com- 
panies sustained any material .loss, 
while only slight inconvenience was 
experienced with those in charge of 
the fire and police telephone apparatus.

Kansas Man Dies Suddenly

ed States Senator W. A. Harris, of 
Kansas, died suddenly here today art 
the home of a relative. Heart disease 
was given as the cause Of death. 

Senator Harris had been here a 
month. with Mrs. Harris, having come 
to attend the International Livestock 
Exposition. He had not complained of 
ill health. 

Mr Harris was born in Loudomr coun- 
ty, Virginia, October 29, £841. He 
graduated from Columbian Ccllege, 
Washington, D. C.. in 1859 and the 
Virginia Military Institute in 1861. He 
served with honor in the Confederate 
army. In 1865 he removed to Kansas, 
where he became engaged as a civil 
engineer in the construction of the 
Kansas division Of the Union Pacific 
railroad. 

In politics he was identified with the 
populist party when at its zenith. and 
before his election to the United States 
senate he served as a populist member 
of congress in 1893-95. 

The funeral will be held at Lawrence,

Letter to Dr. Broughton.

Dr. Len G. Broughton, 505 Spring 
Street, City—-Dear Sir: I note in this 
morning’s Constitution a communica- 
tion signed by you, stating. that you 
will speak tomorrow night on ‘Atlan- 
ta’s Neglected Poor and Who Are Re- 
sponsible For It.’

One Charge Is Made. 


I recall that in a conversation I 
had with you on January 28, 1909, one 
Brievance you had with the Associated 
Charities seemed to be that we had

and philanthropy, we call your atten- 
tion now to the fact that this year, 
there has passed through oyr office for 
material relief alone, up to the first 
of December, the sum of $5,106.27. This 
is in addition to the cost of the per- 
sonal time and service spent on all 
cases by the various members of our 
office force in this work of building 
up the homes, caring for the .individ- 
uals and putting them on permaently 
better planes. This personal service is 
always by far the most valuable work 
done, and it naturally constitutes the 
largest item of expenditure by every 
efficient and intelligently condueted 
Associated Charities in America and 
England. If this money, 
to the city warden, what your church 
and others still spend, was raised and 
spent before the charities was organ- 
ized, we have no evidence of it. 


Growth in Philanthropy. 


That there has been the most un- 
usual and remarkable growth in phi- 
lanthropy in this city since the Asso- 
ciated Charities was organized, is evi- 
denced by the building of your new in- 
firmary, the Boys’ Club, medical inspec- 
tion of school children, playgrounds, 
the creation of the adult probation 
officer, the Christian Helpers’ League. 
No other period in the city’s history 
has borne such fruit for the cause of 
the poor. 

Atlanta’s activity for its poor has 
been an inspiration to many other com- 
munities of the south. Since the or- 
ganization of our association, the tre- 
mendous good it has done has led to 
the establishment of similar organiza- 
tions in Savannah, Columbus, Jacksogn- 
ville, Tampa and other cities where 


such associations were unknown be-! 


fore. 

We hope that you will avail.yourself 
of our request that you make a careful 
examination of the society before de- 
livering your sermon tomorrow night.

“To this communication Dr. Brough- 
ton made no reply, but in his sermon 
on Sunday evening, as reported in The 
Constitution Monday morning, he made 
some very disparaging remarks con- 
cerning the Associated Charities and 
Mr. Logan. Dr. Broughton states, in 
effect, that Mr. Logan is attempting to 
run the town in so far as charity 
is concerned, and wishes to boss every- 
thing and everylwody that has any 
charity work to do. Among other 
things, Dr. Broughton says: “Mr. Lo- 
gan, secretary of the association, 
learned about it (the ticket selling) 
and demanded of the officers of the 
Circle of King’s Daughters that they 
make a show of hands to him and get 
his consent to do such a thing, or else 
he would crush them by going before 
the public with a warning against the 
whole thing.”” Mr. Logan advises us 
that each and every part of this state- 
ment is untrue. We do not need his 
denial, bécause we know Mr. Logan 
and the way he conducts his business 
well enough to know that there is not 
a word of truth tn this statement. 

“If Dr. Broughton hadaccepted Mr.

“We exceedingly regret any clash 
with the King’s Daugnters, but since 
Dr. Broughton has seen fit to reopen 
the matter, we desire to say that when 
this same Mrs. Donaghy, employed by 
the King’s Daughters, nmade a contract 
in 1907 to pay $50 or $75 to an un- 
suspecting chapter of the W. C, T. U., 
in return for the right to solicit dona- 
tions in its name, she knew a fraud 
Was being perpetrated on the coms 
munity. Every dollar she solicited 
after the amount of the guaranteed 
payment had been secured was for 
herself and not for the W. Cc.

Statement of Mrs. A. McD. Wilson. 


The statement of Mrs. A. McD.Wf. 
son follows: 

About eleven years ago, as presi- 
dent of the Florence Crittenton Home, 
an agreement was made with Mrs. W. 
W. Donaghy whereby she was to sell 
tickets and assume all financial re- 
sponsibility in connection with an en- 
tertainment for the benefit of the 
home. All we had to do was to give 
her a letter to the effect that she was 
authorized to sell tickets for such per- 
formance. The entertainment was not 
at all what we had been led to be- 
lieve it would be; and as to the finan- 
cial side of it, one of the young women 
who was connected with Mrs, Donaghy 
stated that more than a thousand dol- 
lars had been collected from the. busi- 
ness men ef Atlanta, and less than 
$150 was turned into the treasury of 
the home. 

We would never have gone into the 
arrangement had we known of the 
methods to be employed or their con- 
sequences, and since that experience 
I have reveatedly warned my friends 
and other organizations against en- 
tering into any agreement with pro- 
fessional promoters.

EXTRAORDINARY SESSION 
OF THE 84-85 LEGISLATURE

The extraordinary session 
general assembly of 1884-85 
convened in the house and 
chambers in the state capitol tomor- 
row morning at 10 o'clock. 

This reunion of a general assembly, 
which sat a quarter of a century ago, 
will’ be a gathering unique in his- 
tory. There is no reeord or recollec- 
tion of a similar meeting on the part 
of any other legislature. 

The committee on arrangements, 
composed of Judge R. B. Russell, of 
the state court of appeals; Lavender 
R. Ray and J. W. Lindsey, pension 
commissioner, at a meeting in Judge 
Russell’s office yesterday, completed 
and announced the program to be fol- 
lowed. 

This gathering of former legislators 
will be unique, both in kind and in 
method of procedure. It was a note- 
worthy legislature, and helped to make 
important Georgia history. 

There is a quorum of the _ senate 
still living, and little less than a 
quorum of the house, but the re- 
sponses indicate that there will bea 
pretty full attendance of those remain- 
ing in life. It will be an enjoyable 
gathering. 

The Program. 

The program, as announced by 
committee on arrangements, will 
as follows: 

“1. All members of the house and 
senate of 1884-85 will assemble at the 
respective halls of the house and 
senate at the state capitol at 10 
o’clock, a. m., December 22, 1909. 

“2. Each body will be called to or- 
der as follows: The senate by the 
Hon. H. H. Cabaniss, assistant secre- 
tary of the preceding senate. The 
house of representatives by the Hon. 
Mark A. Hardin, preceding clerk of the 
house. They will preside until a presi- 
dent and speaker are elected.

“3. They will, on calling the _  re- 
spective bodies to order, cause the 
rolls of districts and counties to be 
called, marking those absent and those 
present, and making a minute of same. 

“4. Nominations for a president of 
the senate and for a speaker of the 
house will be first in order. Then the 
election ordered by viva voce vote. 

"5. Speeches of acceptance from the 
officers elected will then be in order. 

“6. The organization will be com- 
pleted by electing a secretary of the 
senate and clerk of the house, chap- 
lains, messengers and doorkeepers. 

“7. The presiding officer of each 
body will cause the other to be ad- 
vised of their organization. 

‘8. A joint committee from both 
bodies will be appointed to.wait upon 
and notify the then governor of the or- 
ganization, and request of him any 
communication he may desire to make, 
and of his presence, before a joint 
session of both houses to be held at 
high noon. 

‘9. The roll of districts in the sen- 
ate, and counties in the house, will be 
called for the introduction of bills and 
resolutions. The same shall be in or- 
der for discussion on completing the 


call, without reference to committee or 


being read the second time. 

“10. When In joint session the presi- 
dent of the senate shall preside. The 
then governor will be presented. 
Speeches not to exceed 10 minyptey will 
be in order from any member that may 
be germane to the organization. 

“11. The joint session may be dis- 
solved at any time on motion, each 
house retiring to their respective halis, 
and after finishing up thelr business, 
adjourn to assemble at the banquet at 
8 o'clock, p. m., at the Kimball house

Mrs. Belmont and Miss 
Morgan Head the Girls. 


Miss Morgan Issues a Call for 
Volunteers to Act as Watch- 
ers---Mrs. Belmont Scores the 
Treatment of Women in Night 
Court of New York. 


New York, December 20.—Miss Anne 
Morgan, daughter of J. P. Morgan, and 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, mistress of mill- 
ions, appeared today as duly authoriz- 
ed labor leaders, charged with the re- 
sponsibility of directing, in part, at 
{least, the strike of 40,000 girl shirt- 
‘waist makers here. 

A statement was given to the pub- 
lic today, saying that these society 
leaders will provide aid and legal de- 
fense for all members of the union who 
are arrested while doing picket duty 
and will personally take up the work 
of directing the strikers. 
\ At Miss Morgan's suggestion, a call 
has been issued for volunteers to act 
‘as watchers in the neighborhood of 
the shops where the strike is in prog- 
ress. These watchers, many of whom 
will be prominent society women, will 
report upon the facts concerning any 
arrests of the strikers by the police 
and will be ready to testify in court 
in behalf of the pickets. 

Mrs. Belmont Scores Night Court. 

Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont gave out a 
statement tonight of her impréssions 
of the justice meted out to unfortunate 
women in the night court. 

“In answer to numerous’ requests 
from the women who are managing the 
shirtwaist strike that some of us, who 
are also trying to assist, would be 
present at the trial of the girls ar- 
rested,” says Mrs. Belmont. “I went 
Saturday night to Jefferson Market 
ccurt. I was present from 9 o'clock, 
when the night court opened, uritil 3 
in the morning. 

“During the six hours spent in that 
police court, I saw enough ‘to convince 
me and all who were with me beyond 
the smallest doubt of the absolute 
necessity for women’s suffrage for the 
direct influence of women over judges, 
jury and policemen, over everything 
and everybody connected with the so- 
called courts of justice. 

Women of the Streets. 

“A hupdredfold was it impressed 
upon me in the cases of the women of 
the streets who were brought before 
the judge. Every woman who sits 
complacently amidst the comforts of 
her home or moves with perfect free- 
dom and independence in her own 
protected social circle, and says, ‘I 
have all the rights I want,’ should 
spend cne night in the Jefferson Mar- 
ket court. She would then know that 
there are other women who have no 
rights which man or law or society 
recognizes.”

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{ _NQ MORE TINKERING WITH STREETS’ NAMES. 

The announcement made in council yesterday. afternoon that the street 
committee would meet in special session on Friday of next week for the pur 
pose of reconsidering its recommendation to change the names of Marietta 
and Decatur streets, indicates very clearly that not only the committee, but 


in a fair way to become entangled. 

It is worthy of note that only a few years ago a street committee cf council 
recommended the change of names of these two streets, and when the report 
was submitted to council, so emphatic was the protest that even the members 
of the street committee adversed their own report and voted against the very 
change they had recommended. : | 

It is to be hoped that the present street committee will do itself the credit 
of adversing its report in this instance, for there can be no doubt that the 
city is overwhelmingly opposed to this proposed change of name of two his- 
toric Atlanta thoroughfares. , 

The word “Atlanta” itself is no more indissolubly identified with the city 
than are the names by which a few of the principal residential and business 
streets are designated in history, in legal matters, and in everyday usage. 

Pryor and Peachtree, Whitehall and Capitol avenue, Peters and Court- 
land, Washington and Ivy, Walker and Spring, West Peachtree and Gordon, 
and so on indefinitely—each one of these names recalls to the Atlantan of 
both generations clear-cut and tangible associations. 2 

Marietta and Decatur streets are no less permanently connected in the 
public mind with evolution, growth, business and tradition. 

Because here and there undesirable or unpleasant elements have pro- 
jected themselves, there is no more excuse for abandoning appellations that 
are of honored derivation and of honored present significance, than there 
would be in changing a man’s name to reform him. 

Both streets are now being rehabilitated, and can be further rehabilitated 
by means more lasting and effectual than an appeal to unthinking flip- 
pancy. : 

It is a reflection on the dignity and the high functions of the city council 
of the south’s.metropolis, that it should be called upon to invest time in 
even rejecting such superfluous and frivolous proposals. 

And yet, periodically, some. member is inspired to agitate innovations 
of this nature, and always with the same inevitable result. 

Every previous suggestion to alter the name of some central or well- 
established thoroughfare has invariably created a storm of popular protest. 

In no important instance has council acceded to the scattered and finicky 
hysteria to tamper with the titles of prominent throughfares, but continued 
and emphatic rebukes of this character seem to gliae harmlessly off the 
backs of one on to the next council that feels called upon to grapple with 
the same old question. 

But we believe the lesson of the pending episode will settle the question 
for at least a few years. 

»It 1s high time for this “up the hill and down again” horseplay to come 
to an end. 

Formidable problems face the council of Greater Atlanta.

THE “WHITE SLAVE” TRAFFIC AND PARTISAN POLITICS

If the American Embassy Association, an organization of prominent and 
wealthy -nen who have no personal or private interest in view, succeeds in 
arousing sentiment to the point of bringing about Ownership by the United 
States of their embassy and legation property in foreign capitals, it will bave 
performed a distinct and important public service. 

E. Clarence Jones and Frederick Townsend Martin, two well-known New

The same reasoning would apply to embassy homes in other foreign capi- 
tals, and it is, as a matter of fact, the only democratic view to take of it. 

There are other forceful reasons for such owpership in the added dignity 
it would give the United States abroad, and the fact that it would establish 
an official bureau in the foreign capital where no American, traveling abroad, 
need hesitate to apply for such information or assistance as it is within the 
power of the government to give him. 

Beginnin~ upon a small scale, the expense of this movement would be 
comparatively insignificant. A million dollars would,’ it is said, purchase 
adequate and satisfactory embassy homes in three or four of the largest 
foreign capitals, and from year to year the project might be supplemente* 
by small appropriations, until embassy and legation buildings are avery wnat 
acquired. |

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REEFING THEIR SAILS. 


It is somewhat interesting to note the manner in which courts of last 
resort continue to take reefs in the sails of state prohibition laws. 

An unusually extensive one appears to have been put into the broad 
canvass of the Alabama law by the supreme court of that state. 
| “A man may own and store liquors where he pleases and as much as 
he pleases, if acquired legally,” is the tenor and substance of the decision 
by the highest court of that state, which declares liquors are legitimate 
property, and, to make it final, has refused rehearing. 

It would look as if this decision were a pretty severe blow to the rabid 
and radical Alabama law. 

Under this construction of the law, can we not already see some blind 
tiger operator pleading personal use? : 

The situation calls to mind a picture presented not so very long ago 
in a Georgia court located in a city near the sea, of a jury acquitting 
a defendant in whose place some $2,000 worth of liquors had been seized, 
upon his testimony that the liquors had been purchased for the purpose of 
filling doctor’s prescriptions for his wife! 

All of which makes one wonder if prohibition lawmakers have not 
builded somewhat carelessly. 

A decision such as this, following closely as it does upon the over- 
whelming defeat of the effort to make prohibition a part of the fundamental 
law of the state, is calculated to give cold comfort to the extremists. 

But the decision is law and courts must abide by it. 

It is another indication of the pitfalls which confront extremism.

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Editor Constitution: Some weeks 
ago I made an appeal to the general 
public, through The Constitution, ask- 
ing generous swpport of the efforts of 
the Anti-Tuberculosis and Visiting 
Nurses’ Association, in their efforts to 
stamp out tuberculosis in the city.

The generous- 
hearted; -.public-spirited women in 
charge of the sale of the stamps have 
worked most actively and intelligently, 
but, in many instances, the people de- 
cline to buy the stamps. 

The Constitution, In the issues of 
yesterday and today, has given pictures 
of the breeding places for consump- 
tion, discovered in the city by the of- 


‘ficials of the association, with the hope 
‘that 


these object lessons wauld 
thoroughly awaken the people to the 
alarming dangers about them, and se- 
cure the sympathy and cooperation of 
the public for the work of the asso- 
ciation to prevent She further spread 
of this dreadful disease. 

The association has two dispensaries 
—one for indigent whites and the other 
for indigent negroes. At these places, 
medical examinations are made, coun- 
sel given, and medicines furnished. 
Trained nurses are employed to visit 
the homes of all these people, whites 
and negroes, and instruct the patients 
as to the best methods of home life, 
proper food, etc. All this is done with- 
out any cost whatever to the patient. 
The assoctation: is trying to cure the 
sick, while using such means as will 
prevent the further spread of tuber- 
culosis in the homes of the people. 

To maintain these institutions costs 
about $3,000 per annum. We are with- 
out the money to maintain them, and 
we must look to the people who really 
ourht to be interested in the public 
welfare, as well as the protection of 
their own homes, from deadly dfsease. 

We await with some anxiety the 
actian of the people as to an increased 
membership in the association, at $1 
per annum, and the success of the sale 
of stamps during the next few days.

This Year’s Cotton Crop. 

Editor Constitution: Since so much 
has been said and written about the 
size of the cotton crop of this year, 
perhaps it would not be amiss to fig- 
ure on some of these estimates and see 
just how much cotton there will be for 
the spinner. The government report is 
10,088,000 bales, of 500 pounds’ each. 
The average of the New York cotton 
exchange report is 11,250,000 bales. The 
New Orleans Times-Democrat report is 
(running .bales) 10,625,000 baies. If we 
take the first, say 10,088,000 bales, and 
deduct 1-20th, 25 pounds per bale, which 
is the usual weight for bagging and 
ties, 504,000 bales, we would have net 
9,584,000 bales. Should we take the 
second estimate, New York cotton ex- 
change, 11,260,000 bales, and deduct 
1-20th for bagging and ties, 562,000 
bales, we would have net 10,688,000 
bales. Should we take the New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat report of 10,- 
625,000 bales, and deduct 1-20th for 
bagging and ties, 631,000 bales, we 
would have net 10,094,000 bales. Now, 
the average of these three estimates 
weuld be 10,141,000 bales. 

Suppose, however, we take the high- 
est estimate, the New York cotton ex- 
change, 11,250,000 bales, less 1-20th for 
begging and ties, 562,000 bales, we 
wculd have 10,688,000 bales. This 
would show about 3,000,000 bales or 
more less than last season's crop, and 
if three-fourths of the cotton has been 
s0ld, say about 8,000,000 bales, and 
the remaining one-fourth still in the 
hands of the producer, there is no dis- 
position to sell just now. 

I will give you some idea just how 
little more of this season’s crop the 
spinner will get, even If he has to pay 


la much higher price for it, and if it 


takes 13,000,000 for consumption and 
the crop of this season is 10,688,000 
bales, what will the remnant sell for? 
Thm 10,688,000 bales, at $70 per bale, 
will give $748,160,000; add cotton seed, 
$160,320,000, and it will add $908,- 
480,000 to the wealth of the southern 
farmers this year, although the crop ig 
a short one.

The state treasurer compromised 
with sOme 40 Or 50 members cf the 
house and senate penitentiary commit- 
tees yesterday, on the basis of about 
30 cents On the dollar for their claims 
against the state, for per diems and 
expenses while engaged in making the 
customary inspections of the various 
penitentiary camps throughout the 
state. 

It seems the legislature appropriated 
only about $5,000 for the purpose of 
paying per diems and @xpenses of all 
committeés authorized to sit during 
the vacation, and much of this had 
already been used up. 

So when the members of. the house 
and sénate penitentiary committees 
struck Atlanta to make their reports, 
they found their Hope of cleaning up a 
little Christmas money suddenly dashed | 
tO the ground by this strange cversight 
on the part of the legislature. 

However, they took the 30 cents on 
the dollar, which was all the state 
treasurer had to offer them, and wended 
their way homeward. They will wait 
until the next session when they will 
urge an appropriation, doubtless with 
success, to make up the deficit. 

Everything in Good Shape. 

The bouse and senate ccmmittees 
on penitentiary held a joint session 
at the Kimball house. On motion of 
Senator J. D. Price, of the 27th, it was 
unanimously decided that all sub- 
committees should turn their reports 
over to the two chairmen, Senator F. 
M. Gordy, of the 24th, on the part cf 
the senate, and Representative Fermor 
Barrett, of Stephens, for the house, and 
that these should be entrusted with 
the duty of making up the general re- 
port to be presented to the legislature 
next summer.

follows: 

“The main camp or permanent quar- 
ters is a model] in structure and sani- 
tation, with a spacious building and 
having the advantage of a complete 
system of waterworks and sewerage, 
and the manner in which it is kept is 
a cause for commendation of the board 
of commissionérs and especially those 
in charge of this institution. 

“The treatment of convicts comes up 
to and in Some cases exceeds the 
Standard, Only about a dozen of 78 
felony convicts being shackled. or 
chained. The great success in the 
management of this camp no doubt is 
due to the competent warden and su- 
perintendents, and the fact that it is 
directly looked after by the county au- 
thorities,. which should be done in’ al} 
cevunties.”

May Get Together on 
Sanitarium Report. 


Some Talk of Two Reports, but 
May Not Be Necessary --A 
Former Nurse Is Examined as 
a Witness---Much Testimony 
to Consider. 


The legislative committee appointed 
to investigate the charges against the 
state sanitarium held a meeting in At- 
lanta yesterday and practically con- 
cluded the taking of testimony. 

There has been much talk of a ma- 
jority and a minority report from this 
committee, and there is a _ possibility 
that the situation may yet take that 
turn, but when the committee ad- 
journed it looked more than ever 4s 
‘if all its members would be able to

questioned. The criticisms as to the 
latter, it is said, will deal rather with 
the employees than the officials at the 
institution. ° 

There are more than 1,200 pages of 
typewritten evidence to be considered, 
and the committee could. not complete 
its report at this meeting. It went 
into executive session in the afternoon 
to discuss the report, but it will not 
be finally prepared until the meeting 
of the legislature. 

It was upon criticism of the manage- 
ment, it is said, that some of the 
members disagreed; some wanted te 
make these criticisms stronger than 
others, but it Is thought now the way 
has_been paved for a singie report in 
which all can join. 

The chief criticisms will deal with 
conditions at the institution, which, it 
Stated, can be remedied only by 
additional appropriations sufficient to 
enable the institution to provide sep- 
arate quarters for tuberculous and also 
for epileptic patients. 

Former Nurse on Stand. 

The committee at the morning ses- 
sion heard the testimony of Miss Ber- 
tha Medlin, a former nurse at the sani- 
tarium, now residing in Atlanta. 

She testified that while she was there 
the food was insufficient in quantity 
and quality. She said one of the em- 
pioyees had put up large quantities of 
fruit and sent them off to a relative. 
She said the physicians at the sanita- 
rium used the nurses in cases of sick- 
ness in their own families, and some- 
times they were sent out In town to 
hurse patients in Milledgeville. ” 

Dr. L. M. Jones, superintendent, said 
i? he had been notified in time he couid 
have had witnesses here to’ rebut the 
testimony of Miss Medlin. He made 
the statement with a view, he said, 
to showing the animus of her charges, 
that he had diseharged her for mis- 
treating a patient and that several 
times she had tried to get back.

All parties understand that the inves- 
tigation must be of such a character 
as to leave in the public mind not 
the slightest doubt of its thorough- 
ness and impartlality. 

Mr. Ballinger is impatient of delay 
and 1s said to have urged that a reso- 
lution providing for a congressional 
investigation be presented in the gen- 
ate tomorrow. It is understood tonight 
that he has -been overruled on that 
point. 

A joint congressional committee 
probably will be appointed to make 
the investigation. 

Investigation to Be Relentless. 

The investigation, whoever makes 
it, must be relentless, and everybody 
seems agreed that it must be abso- 
lutely public; it is admitted that any- 
thing in the nature of star-chamber 
proceedings would satisfy nobody. The 
entire department of the interior, so 
far as it concerns public lands and 
mineral and water rights, it is agreed, 
must be bared to the searchlight; from 
the time when Mr. Ballinger was 
commissioger general of the land of- 
fice under the Roosevelt administra- 
tlon, down to the present moment. 

Position of ‘Ballinger. 

The position of Mr. Ballinger and 
his friends goes beyond any question 
of personal controversy, and they and 
those who voice the attitude of the’ 
administration disavow any desire to 
“convict somebody else,” as a means to 
vindicating the secretary. of the in- 
terior. For instance, it 1s positively 
declared that the interests of the de- 
partment of agriculture and its forest 
service, of which Gifford Pinchot is 
chief, will be recognized as having an 
important stake in this business, since 
much of this unhappy controversy has 
ecncerned matters in which the forest 
service was *more or less directly in- 
volved.

New York, December 20.—(Special.) 
New high prices have been establish- 
ed in the local cotton oil market dur- 
ing the past week. Trading has been 
active and the demand has shown a 
broadening tendency, with buyers anx- 
ious to extend purchases and holders 
cautious about offering liberally. The 
continued high prices tor all competing 
oils and greases has stimulated bullish 
enthusiasm and the leading interests 
have concentrated their efforts in, an 
endeavor to boom values. 

The grain, lard and cotton markets 
have all had a favorable influence in

the upward swing of oil prices, The 
strength in grain ig reflected in hog’ 
values and the Hght production of lard! 
has brought available supplies of this! 
product well nigh to the exhaustive | 
point. Naturally, the demand for lard 
compound has increased as lard prices 
have advanced and at present an 
enormous movement is in progress in 
compound. Local advices from some 
of the largest packers are exceedingly 
bullish regarding the outlook for lard 
and no material decline is anticipated 
from the current level of values in the 
near future. 2 

The sustained high cost of butter 
has likewise stimulated business in 
oleomargarine. Local inquiries are in- 
creasing weekly and many dealers are 
handling the product who never knew 
what it was before. Prime oleo retails 
at 25 cents per pound, against 40 cents 
per pound for butter, The demand for 
cotton oil for lard and butter making 
has increased so extensively that the 
large refining interests feel confident 
that the entire cotton oil crop this 
season can be consumed at home for 
edible purposes. 

Judging from recent estimates of the 
cotton crop a small oil] yleld seems as- 
sured and many leading operators ex- 
press less concern over. the extended 
long speculative interest in oil. It is 
now claimed by some that all these: 
speculative holdings can easily find | 


ready buyers if the proper means are | 


employed to effect the liquidation. The; 
refiners are having all they can do to | 
keep up with contracts and there has 
been new evidence of buying from | 
these interests, supposedly to make 
specifications good. Eight cents nal 
pound for cotton oil is freely predicted 
by local refiners. 

The soapmakers have apparently 
given up hepe of ever securing cotton; 
oil at profitable prices this season and 
their interest has been turned to the 
purchase of substitutes. Soya bean 
oil has been brought in freely and 
300.000 barrels have been engaged for 
delivery during the winter and spring 
months. A large soapmaker has found 
this oil well adapted for soap require- 
ments and many of the others are 
anxious to book enough future ship- 
ments to cover their spring requisites. 

Leading authorities estimate the 
yield of oil from the cotton crop of 
1909 at 2,300,000 barrels. Last year 
2,000,000 barrels were consumed in 
this country; 1,000,000 barrels were ex- 
ported ani about 400,000 barrels car- 
these figures, this year’s oil crop is 
1.100,000 below that of last year. This 
fact, in view of the constantly increas- 
ing demand for edible purposes, 1S 
the keynote of the new upward move- 
ment of prices. 

The foreign demand has shown a 
small increase, but there is no evidence 
of heavy buying. Rotterdam appears 
to be the chief customer at the mo- | 
ment. Pxports from this port for the | 
week amounted to 9,495 barrels. 

Values of crude oil have attained | 
their highest levels in nistory for this | 
period of the year, The sold-out and 
over-sold condition of the mills is be- | 
coming more apparent as the season, 
progresses. Sales early in the week ; 
were reported at 46 cents, later at 47! 
cents and finally at 47% cents. Ru- 
mors were current that a 50-cent level 
would be established unless the move- 
ment of seed increased materially in 


the near future.

Weekly Cotton Letter. 


Trading during the past week has 
been active and prices have, on the 
whole, held very well in view of the 
extensive liquidation before the holi- 
days and renewed bear pressure which 
has developed at higher levels. The 
latter class of selling has, at’”times, 
been sufficiently aggressive to sug- 
gest that a new party has been or- 
to further advances. The theory on 
Which this party is supposed to be op- 


' erating is that bullish facts have now 
Spent their force and that in attempt- 
ing to carry prices higher bulls are 
overstayving their market. W hile, 
therefore, short sales may, temporarily, 
Show some lc(ss, it is argued that in the 
absence Of public support and with 
consumers using every effort to econo- 
mize. the buying power of a few lead- 
ing bulls will presently be exhausted 
‘and forced liquidation follow with a 
heavy decline in prices. This same 
theory has already been brought for- 
Ward several times this season and 
always with disappointing results. 
Whether it will meet with any better 
‘@uccess on this Occasion remains to be 
seen. but it must he admitted that of 
late the speculative element has shown 
more inclination to accept profits than 
to help any further advance. If, how- 
ever, the market can ~be_ carried 
through 16c and held there, it would 
undoubtedly be taken as satisfactory 
evidence of the underlying strength cf 
the situation and a new wave of buy- 
ing bv sold-out bulls result in a fur- 
ther substantial advance. Both Sides 
realize thik. and the market at pres- 
ent is engaged tn a fight to a finish 
to decide whether this can happen or 
not. The whole matter reduces {iself 
to a question of nerve and money, com- 
bined with market ability, and there 
is plenty of all three on beth sides. 
The situation in itself remains un. 
changed, and is the most bullish that 
we remember ever to have seen. We 
believe that all statisties to come will 
furnish strong confirmation of this, and 
the Only question at issue is whether or 
not present prices fully discount econ- 
ditions...

New York, December 20.—The cotton 
market was quiet today, but showed a 
generally firm tone, owing to the bull- 
ish census report and firm interior spot 
markets, with the close steady at a 


net advance of 4 points. 

The Gpening Was steady at an ad- 
vance of 2@5 points, with the trade 
paying no attention to somewhat dis- 
appointing cables, owing to the census 
figures. which showed only 9,362,222 
bales ginned to December 13. This re-

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[DISAPPOINTING DAY 
| IN STOCK MARKET 


Expected Advance in Prices Did 
Not Materialize --- Cause 
of the Depression. 


New York, December 20.—The specu- 
lative hope that the approach of the 
holidays would be signalized by a 
brisk advance in prices of stocks was 
disappointed today. The spotty ad- 
Vance at the outset met selling pres- 
sure of such an effective kind that 
enthusiasm was chilled. A factor in 
this result was the setback in the At- 
lantic Coast Line group of securi- 
ties, which followed the putting out 
of deniais, with appearance of au. 
thority, of the rumors which accom- 
panied last week’s advance in those 
stocks. The denials covered the al- 
ieged intention to {Issue new Louts- 
ville ‘and Nashville stgck, with valu- 
able subscription rights to stock- 
holders, which would, of course, have 
benefited the Atlantic Coast Line, in 
that capacity, and also the supposed in- 
tention to retire the Atlantic Coast 
Line collateral bonds, as a preliminary 
to a sale of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville stock, which secures these bonds. 
There was a sharp, fall in the price of 
all the securities named, which was of 
some sympathetic effect on the general 
list. Another depressing influence was 
the calling of loans on a large scale 
by several of the large banks, which 
necessitated the replacing .of accom- 
modations. One reason given for this 
calling of loans was the appearance 
of increased supplies of commercial 
paper and the desire of the banks to 
provide themselves with means to take 
it. A payment of $12,500,000 on an in- 
stallment of subscription to the new 
stock of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford made an additional de- 
mand upon the money market. 

‘The $1,500,000 gold to be shipped to 
South America was withdrawn from 
the subtreasury during the day, but 
meanwhile that institution had con- 
tributed over $2,000,000 to the banks 
since Friday, through the medium of 
some heavy government disburse- 
ments. No engagements of gold for 
shipment to London by Wednesday's 
steamer were announced, the exchange 
rates ruling below the point of profit 
on the transaction. The London sup- 
ply of gold was taken for Germany, 
but the discount rate in London was 
easier. The Chicago exchange, on the 
other hand, moved against New York, 
falling to a small discount compared 
with 60 cents premium no longer than 
two weeks ago. The signs of the 
working out of the year-end money 
market accounted fer.the restraint on 
the speculation. The extent of the 
shifting of loans by some of the banks 
gave rise to a conjecture that any ad- 
justment of accounts might be in 
progress looking to mergers in the 
banking werld. Recent operations in 
connection with the purchase of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society and 
market movements in some of the 
banks’ stocks have fostered an expec- 
tation of such deyelopments in the 
New York banking situation. The re- 
iteration of the report from Paris— 
that the effort to Mst United States 
Steel on the bourse had been definitely 
abandoned with the dissolutio of the 
svndicate, which took a block of the 
stock in cornection with the project— 
weighed on its price to some extent.
